Honry W. Grady was born In Athons, On.,
May 17. 1851. As a youth ho was almost pre-
cocious In his montal activity and accomplish-
ments. Ho was educated nt tho university of
Georgia and the University of Virginia. Ho
tfna nn ntlilatft na Mrnll n a ,1 lifltllntlf DUhnlni

and he won tho snmo warm popularity among
his classmates whloh followed him all his life.
Brilliant but reckless, his first experiences In

llfo were a series of ratherfiouulne and downs. At 20 bo was the editor ot
the dally C'ommrrnal at Homo. On. Tho town
was too slow for him and he loft It to establish,
with two partners, tho Atlanta Herald. He
mado that shoot tho most brilliant nnd, withal,
vitriolic ot Southorn newspapers. Everything
was managed on tho plan. Ono
of Grady's wild extravagancies wiib paying
I1S0 a day for a special onglne tocarryafow
hundred papers to Macon whon tho Herald was
being pilntod on an cylinder
pros at a speed of 2.UO0 an hour.

Tho orush came in 1870. and one day Mr.
Grady Inventoried his possessions nt one wife,
two children, and $11. He started for New
York, and walked Into Managing Editor
Thomas U. Gonnory's room in tho Herald olllce.
Ho asked for work, but the bost that was of-
fered .him was tho post ot Atlanta correspond-on- t

at space ratos. IIo was sont to Florida
to look aftor tho doctoral count, and after
watching tho proceedings to tho close ho made
nn aflldavlt that Tllden had carried tho State.
Ho follnwod the matter to Washington, and the
following April ho publlshod tho confessions of
Dennis. JuoLln. and Cox, who explained tho
frauds thoy themsolves had committed.

In 1880. Mr. Grady bought nn interest In tho
Atlanta Corisfifutton, paying $80 nor share for
tho stock, which Is now worth 1500. To that
journal ho devoted all bis energies during tho
lant decode of hla brlof career. His success
from that tlmo was unbroken, and he rapidly
became not only tho centrnl liguro of Southern
journalism, If posslblo exception be mado of
the Btar-oyo- d goddess of LoulsWIlo, but a man
whoso social and political influence In his own
Htato was second to nobody's. As u journalist.
Mr. Grady was Napoleonic in his Idons. Ho
bollevod In bold, dashing oxplolts at evory op-
portunity. His enterprise lu collecting tho re-

turns of a hotly contested Congress election in
two mountain dlstrlots of Georgia has not
boen forgotten. By special trains, messengors.
and couriers he gathered In a day llgures that
ordinarily wero two weeks In reaching the cap-
ital. His reports of the Charloston earthquakes
wero mastorpleoes of enterprise and descrip-
tive writing.

"There U no sense ot editorial dignity about
mo." ho onco romarkod. " I hold that tho edi-
tor of a nowspaper or anybody about tho es-

tablishment ought to do anything that comes
to hlB hand, for news la the feature and opin-
ions are of secondary imrortancn. If I see a
dog light and think I can bit it off to suit tho
reader. I'm going to do it,"

Following out this Idoa, Mr. Grady ofton had
In a single issue ot tho '.'onifttufion tan or twelve
columns of matter embracing every grado of
subjoct. from an Interview with a street car
driver to an editorial on Joffersonlan Democ-
racy.

Mr. Grady was n spasmodic worker. His san-
guine, enthusiastic temperament precluded his
Bteady application to literary effort. No man's
capacity as a worker was great-
er than bis, but whon the mood or the occasion
had passed bis pen often lay Idle for a season.
Bevoral years ago. Mr. Orady, realizing that the
field of the dally Connhfution was necessarily
limited, set about the development of the
weekly issue, blnco 1881. he has pushed the
circulation of that papor from 8.000 to more
than 100.000, and it Is more widely read than
any paper ot its class In tho South,

Mr. Grady's progress from a local to a na-
tional reputation was made at a single bound.
His address upon tho Isow bouth at the Now
Kngland Soolety dinner. In December, 188G,
electrilled tho country. It was a masterly
ploco of oratory, and in nlarge sonso Mr. Grady
nftor that timo cumo to bo regarded as tho rep-
resentative loader of Southorn thought and
progress.

1'olltlcal honors Mr. Orady always refused,
although almost anything within the gift ot
his peoplo might have boen his. His personal
hnnnlfl.llv wna iinhnnnrlAil nnrl nn nnn'n Into
would bo more sincerely mourned y south
ot tho old Mason nnd Dixon lino. Mr. Grady
llvod in ono of tho most beautiful mansions In
Atlanta, his family consisting of his Vilte. his
son of 15, and his duuirhtor of 11.

Mr. Grady's last publlo words were uttered
while tho dlseaso whloh took him away Was
already upon him. While suffering with a cold
be wont to lloston to attond the Merchants'
Association dinner on the 12th Inst. He made
an address with great offort, nnd then started
South. He stopped in this city to consult a
physician, who ordorod him homo with nil
speed. Thero ho grow worso stoadlly until the
ond. His last speech was upon the negro
problem in tho South, and It was ono or his
most forclblo addresses.

this morning, was tho most disgraceful
affair In the annals ot tho prize ring. It will
rosnlt in the repudiation of Smith by every
decent sport, and should finally dispone ot
llaldock from tho ring. Blavin was the victim
ot tho most atroelous foul play from tho start,
and, although he bestod Smith from tho com-
mencement, tho roferoo was afraid to call tho
result anything elso than n draw. Smith was
accompanied to the placo ot mooting bytbo
worst gang of unhung ruffians that ever

a prize fight, which Is saying a groat
deal, and there is llttlo doubt that n decision In
Slavln's favor would have resulted In the com-

mission ot wholesale murder.

Smith's seconds woro Harper and Daldock, tho
latter ruffian being the Bamo who seconded
Smith In tho fight with Kllraln, on whloh occa-

sion he attempted to gougo out the letter's
eves, a trick he attempted with Slavln

Blavin was seconded by Cosnott ond Dob
Klrby. During ths fight Smith did not leave
his corner, and Slavln was obliged to go Into
the other's cornor and forco tho lighting. Tho
result was that overy time thoro was a clinch
Smith's seconds and friends jumped on to
Slavln. and each tlmo ho went down Daldock
attempted to get his fingers into the prostratt
man's eyes.

In tho first round Blavin got In twico on
Smith on tho chest and mouth, and tho round
endod wltb a clinch, and both men went down
when the Smith gang closed in, and Slavln
rose, bleeding from tho mouth.

In the second round Slavln fought Smith in
the luttor's cornor again, and was again kicked
and maltreated. In tho third round Slavln
knocked Smith down with a terrific right-han- d

blow. Slavln had the best of It in the fourth,
fifth, and sixth rounds. At the end of the sixth
Smith was again knocked down nnd was bleed-
ing frooly. His seconds jumped on Slavln and
kicked ana gouged him.

Smith fought better in tho seventh, but his
friends assisted him to tho tenth, which was
the fairest round of all. In the eleventh nnd
twolfth Smith was again knocked down, nnd In
tho thirteenth and fourteenth his friends did
tho most of tho fighting. At the end of this
round Vozoy declared:

"Blavin cannot get fair play, and I call this
fight a draw."

During the fight Slavln paid no attention to
tho Smith gang, but fought In tho gnmost man-
ner, though outrageously treated. Once or
twice he cried' to mon who spiked and kicked
him: "Do you call yourselves Englishmen?"
and onco ho turned upon Daldock, bleeding
from the eyes, and said: "Please give mo .fair
play."

There was a rumor after the fight that Blavin
had been shot, but this proved to bo un-

founded.
The Victoria and Albert, tho two chief sport-

ing clubs of London, are already organizing a
testimonial for Slavln, as much to show tholr
opinion ot tne disgraceful oonduot of the Smith
gang as In admiration of Blavia's pluck. Pub-
llo opinion hero Is entirely in favor of Slavln.
Smith is permanently disgraced. Although
Blavin proved himself the better man and
Smith was worsted from tho start, Slavln is in
a much worse condition than Smith.

Smith's party evldontly saw that their man

would be beaten, nnd they broke Into tho ring
and intorfored with the fair progiess otthelight, blavin forced tho lighting at tho start.
hitting Smith soernl times on tho chest and
hoad In the ilrst two rounds. The men tell to-
gether, and when Slavln roeo he was bleeding
from the mouth. In the third round Smith got
homo with his right and left, and in return was
knocked down by Slavln.

The fourth round was marked by hard
fighting.

In tho sixth round Blavin landed atorrlflo
blow on one of Smith's eyos. In tho sovonth
round bmlth fought Slavln to tho ropes, where
a crowd of Smith's friends kicked Statin, who,
however, remained silent. Slavln again
knockod Smith down In the eighth round.

In the ninth tho mob surrounding the ring
struck Slavln several times. In the eleventh
round Slavln again knockod bis opponent
down. Smith's friends ngaln struck blavin
during the thirteenth round. Put their man
was onco moro knockod down.

In the fottrtoenth Slavln protested against
the treatment ho was receiving, and appealed
to tho referee for fair play. His appeal was
greetod with derision by Smith's friends, who
shouted " Police I" and bolted frost the ground.
bla In remained In the ring, and Smith, who
had left when his friends ran away, returned.
Tho refereo then said that it was impossible to
secure fair treatment for Slaln, nnd declared
the light a draw, blavin was full ot light to tho
finish.

Smith's friends were nrmed with knuckle-
dusters and stloks, and they reached for
Slat In over tho ropes, and the Australian was
struck setoral times. Whon Bmlth loft the ring.
Slavln claimed the fight, but the referee would
not award It to him. After a Bhort time bmlth
rett mod to tho ring. At the close of tho four-
teenth round Smith was very sick, blavin was
perfectly woll. The light lneted 22 minutes.

blavin. tho pugilist, bus arrived at Margato
on his return from tho bitttlo with Smith.
There wad a good deal of ontbusittsm oor him
upon bis arrival, and bo mndo a speech, in
which ho said that he was a good deal more
hurt by the roughs, who lndalged In tho ruf-
fianly tactics common with them, than by
bmlth In tho light,

blnvln's liaoker asserts that Smith never hit
Slavln. and that ho was hutt only by tho crowd,

They refused to ftlvo
him a drink, butwashod tho blood from bis
face. He then left, saying he was going home.

Fifth aonuo nnd Thlrtoonth street. juBt across
the way from Poters's saloon, attracted tho at-
tention of passers by in the morning.
